Dr. Nih,k harl ton much evidence tn iftiutf 
the fact, hut nut entiugh lo juitify h» 
officially acting upon il Hit Lordship 
therefor* took the precaution of leekiug 
infnrmatiuti at the fountain-head.

Il i> mil our intention tu enter into the 
ecclesiastical controversy upon which that 
correspondence verges.

There were, it U true, pamphlet* written, 
and lectures delivered . but hi* Lordship 
was neither the pamphleteer nor th* lec- 
turer. 

The aulhur of the stricture! ridicules 
both the Biahop uf Aistralii and the 
His hop of Tinm a km, because, in quarrel- 
ing with a tille, lltty with an 
empty niund. If a body of French emi- 
grant* were tn arrive in the cnlony with 
the intention of trilling themaelvea down 
as an organiied community, having (heir 
aeveral auperior and tubordinate officers ;

and obey them accordingly . there would, 
on thit principle, he nothing lo which 
Hi* Errceth-ncv Sir (iamorc (Jii'rt or 
Hia Honor Mr Justice Stuiien could 
reasonably object. The ataumption would 
benoihingbutihatufaiitle,aiie mpiy aound. 
The reduetui aft aknrdum shows. — 
what aubody indeed would deny, but for 
the sake of upholding aumr fallacious 
argument, — that t .tie* are not a\* »}'**»:■•! > 
noonda, bul du aonietimea carry very grave 
practical sigiiificancy. Ho with these 
Right Het. and Most Krv. diguitaiiei of 
lb* Romiah <.'hurch. Had ihey claiined 
nothing mure than spiritual »uprrrnsuy 
nver their own ftockf, no reaanntble man. 
we repeat, would ever hive thought of 
raising an objection ; but when, nol 
unified with thia, they claim, wilhoni

TAHITI. 

Is our paper uf yesterday, we laid befure 
our readers an account of the iiale nf 
afiaira at Tahiti, aa given by jiurtiea 
naturally aniiout that mailer* should he 
reslored tu the same slate as before the 
uiterTerenc* of French authority. We 
have since been favoured with the loan of 
a iile of the French paper published at 
Tahiti, of which we avail ourtelve. to 
place before our reader* the French state- 
ment uf matters. Il will be remembered 
thai in the jmpers which we before re- 
ceived, there were some very angry articles 
complaining that the slalcrnrnli which 
had been published in the JtyrtWy 3for«rno 
Herald were untrue, and il appear* from 
the regulalioni the French aulhuritiei 
have since put in force, and which were 
stated in ihe letter puhlished yealerday. 
thai ihey arc determined lu prevent 
further correspondence from reaching ua, 
until it shall have passed under iheir ex- 
amination. 

The journal of the 211th December nn- 
nouricea the arrival of the French Admiral 
Hkjuelin, who brought urdera to re- 
enahlish the Protectorate of France. On 
the Monday after his arrival, itys the 
journal, "the principal chief, present at 
Papeitr were presented to M. Hamklin. 
They retired with the full conviction that 
Prance will continue to extend her wro- 
teetion and her kienrti/lanet over the 
whole of ihe Ijociety Islands." The 
journal strongly urges on all panic*, of 
whatever nation, lo foi get paat grievances 
and dinerencea, and to unite to restore 
prosperity tn the islands under the Pro- 
tectorate; and, aiiove all, tu advise the 
natives to return tu their ordinary pur- 
suits, "To whatever nation he may be- 
long let each use hi* influence with (he 
insurgents (u induce them to abandon their 
cam pa. Kept in fear uf a punishment 
which was always far from the thoughts 
of the (Jovejho*, if they bud down iheir 
ami*, lei them now be taught truly at 
lenglh that n onraon tn'fAonf rr*frn- await* 
iheir submission lu reasonable ideas." In 
thia same paper ii an account of the tint 
'CoMtii, ni GiKRitE," before which two 
seamen accuaed of desertion under aggra- 
vated circumstance*, from the Uranie l w£te 
tried, found guilty, and sentenced lodrafli. 
At a second court martial, three other *»- 
men were tried for "desertion to ihe 
enemy," aad sentenced abw lu death. One 
1 1 an led Kabre, who ia laid to have been 
moat guilly — the circumstances of thecaae 
nut reported, vti ahut, The other cases 
were referred tu the Kino or the Fkincu. 

There are lengthy description! of the 
ailempls made on the arrival of the 
Fmncm Admiral, by hia order*, lo in- 
duce I'uuiac. to come to tenna ; Po- 
MtitK would not receive the mriseii- 
ger lent, and the mease tiger aaid on 
flit return, " Foxanx hna read the letlwra 
which 1 carried to her, and she told sir 
afterwards that ihe would nut cuine to 
Tahiti, and that ihe would nut listen tu 
the piopotitiona uf th* French Admiral, 
except in presence of the Britiih Admiral. 
The journal saya, the uummander of th* 
Carynfort, "Lord PaiLXT, had given tu 
Pun aRK advice not to liiten to any over- 
ture made hy the French \ unhappily for 
her ahe only folluwj with too great punc- 
tuality the directions of the noble Lord." 
In consequent* of Povjks'a refusal, a 
meeting uf the chiefs waa convened, and 
seven in number attended, when they were 
invited by the Guvrrsgr to cu -operate 
with him, in order tu restore tranquillity to 
Tahiti, and to govern the country with - 
oul the aid of Puati.K, The papert are 
full of general denial* of any miacuuduti 
on the part of the French. The journal 
of 12th January aayi — " While the 
Governmenlt of the two countries pre- 
ponderating in Europe make each day 
fresh efforts tu strengthen ihe hands 
which unite them, it ia painful to every 
sensible mind tu see that thit example ia 
not acted ujKin hy a purtien uf the aub< 
jerls or one of thuae cnuntrie* — and more 
than i his, that they are endeavouring by 
meant which shock, to drag the Govern 
inent out of the path it hat c hole n. These 
reflections are suggested by the attitude 
taken by the Knghah press of New Holland 
and New Zealand with respect lo Tahiti.' 
And then in the same paper is ihe follow- 
ing irtfrrceira' .— " Let Kumpe be told that 
their doe* eiitl a naiian, which, in order 
to eatahlian ita authority in Oceanic, em- 
pluyt disloyal or ltarbariitng meana, and 
of a certainty Kurop* will at once any, thai 
il is not France !" 

On finding the atlenipls tn come lo 
teruii with Pom ax* ineffectual, a aecond 
meeting of the Chiefs na* called, and they 
were auliciled to UK iheir influence with 
other chief*, in unjer tu induce them to 
join in (*ii neijg out th* |.>rt>i*rforstr, and 
copiet of the letters sent to Pomasji were 
read. The following i* a traoalation of 
the letter containing the terms proposed 
to PoMaai. 

Papalte, lath December, 1114. 
Madame,— Th* KlD«of the French, in whom 
you have oonodense, and from whomvyou hat u 
implored cotnpaaauin and justice, in your leUtr 
of date 9th November. 1*43, hi* Ik i n pleaaed 
to he Induiftnt and generous towards your 
afujeaiy ; and ha has aent m. Co aatabliah ii,e 
Protecloral* ol France, demanded hy vou and 
the are at chun* on th* 1+th Xoveinber, IHI'i, by 
an act aooapted on th* aame day hy Admiral 
Do Petit Thoura, an 4 ratified hy tin Ivijii.

On the 
dghlh January the chiefs in public 
assembly decided that all the arret/* uf 
the Hover uur should bn,Vf the form uf 
law. On the Jth Pchruary , the fullnivitig 
gtivermuenl order* were published; — 

No foreigner residing at Tahiti will 
be allowed to Iravr the ijland without 
giving notice of his departure, lothe CtW- 
misiinner of Kuropean police, eight dayt 
previous." 

" No captain, of veuela may receive 
letter, directly : they will receive them lit 
the Post Office, two flours only before their 
departure." 

Pur disobedience to either of the 
above, the party render* Itimielf liable 
to a line of from two lo four hundred 
francs, and any paasenger by any veaael it 
rtjually liable at captains. 

li.B.M, Nhip 1 "athot. Captain Tuowpjiiiw, 
had touched at Papeitp.and a dispute arose 
relative to the whites, Capiaiu Thomi-son 
declining to aalule (he French and Pro- 
tectorate Hags, iinlea. the Consulate Hag 
taken to the island by Mr. Pruourii was 
rthoiited. Thit wat refused, and the 
Talbot left without lahitet lieing ex- 
changed. 

The papere contain accuunti similar lu 
thai given in a leller published yeaterday, 
r*l*,tive 10 the hoisting the Prolccturate 
flag al the other islands. i'mmu- tuuk 
down lhat which waa hoisted at Heatea,

Tb* breeding and muiagemeiti of haaw in 
lluiain uo not only panned mure in tha aroaa 
than any when elie, hut the prooeaa generally 
pursued ia quite petiuliar to that ouuntry. 
I lees are kept in moat of tbe proriocea . but 
houey ia obtained in hy far the Isrgesl qtuui- 
fitiea from th* wild bees. The Hsahkin, ami 
"tie ol bar tribe* inhabiting the country west 
of the Southern Ural, an those who devote 
Lhetnaelve* the moat eaeluaively to thia hranch 
of buiinaaa, whioh aeema lo be carried on with 
the greatest vigour in th* gnwemmrnta of 
Kaiim and tlufa. There an Individuaia among 
the Buhkira who, beaidea their bee garden*, 
possess bundled,, and aoiuetimes thouiandi, of 
wild bee bile* in the fnnaui. Il it only ns. 
ccaty lo describe the process of be* cultiva- 
tion in use among the Huh kin, aj it ja th* 
tame which ia folk wad by the other tribe, 
that tpply tbenuelv** to this uaefol punuit. 

It l* moil uitud io .re pare in the foiests for 
the ben a rely peculiar description of blvea, 
whnsh tbe bee* tpontaneoualy enter, and there 
depoait their honey. When ii La the inientirm 
of tha Bashkirs to prepare receptacle* for the 
bee*. Ihey n ; mr io it.e toresi, and sab^i the 
•iriiighieal and allonges; trees whioh they call 
find, always preferring the ha turn kind o/tim- 
b*r. On these, at ihe height of twenty-four 
or thirty fi^i above tile gniund, rhi-y Lonalruet 
ihe h. ,-. I .,,„.. . by bolluwitlg out a luge smooth 
eavily m lha trunk of the tree, wilh a lout 
tcHcruhluig a chisel ; when the mirk ia Firn- 
pleted,the npertuteli elc-cd with a bonnl. In 
which arc aavaml holei large enuugh to afford 
tho bee* free mares* and egress. 

The manner in which the liuhkir. oi acuta 
this ralhel diffleillt work, nnd ihe agiliry wilh 
which they ascend th. lollicst and smoothest 
Irees, aSbrd. a display of deaterity and akiU. 
A rope and * sham hatchet ia all that thew re- 
quire to aasiat their ascent. The workman 
pisce* niojself against Ihe trunk of the tree, 
arnund which and Ins own body ha fasten! a 
rupa, lie then writh hia hatchet etna a notch 
in the trunk at a certain height, and letting his 
feot againit lb* tree springs to that height by

Wa viaitad Ningno a ihort time since, in com- 
pany wilh Captain and Mrs. 11. ; the latter and 
myself being the llrst foreign women who were 
ever there, with the exception of Mn. Nohla, 
whu was taken prisoner during the war, and 
waa aean But by very few We started for 
Niugpo on Saturday morning, expecting to 
arrive the same evening, but did not reach 
there until the neat morning, ludering tundry 
incouevtiirm.es In Ihe interim, having to pass 
the night in tbe China fut-boat*, Willi accom- 
modation! the inuat narrow and Limited. A 
cabin wu formed by spreading bamboo 
mai* over the deck, and it wu not, I mgn 
Tint, of the moat forty and t ummodioua kind, 
for wt could not stand upright in the highest 
part We furnished our own provisions, bade, 
dishes, \e , a.e. ; spread our bad. upon tha 
floor, and slept, if wo could, and u we could — ■

wo left here, we made mother call, 
where we were treated to another lunch, and.

Indeed 
the ahopkeepers ihemaelwaa weir more in- 
terested in looking ai ua than the-y were in 
selling their goods So we yielded to " dire 
necessity " and made the best «*y we could 
hack to our riunrteti, glad Hmugt, ^ roirh 
there, and lo bo it int. Wo wei e, t few hour* 
afterward*, on baud the lame boat which con- 
reyed ua thither, and which wu wailing to 
take ui back to Chuien.

adopted to *ecure the hive* from the depreda- 
tloiia ul theaa animala are very eurioua. 

The moat common contrivance ia to iruert a 
number nf knirea ot iron ipike* bent upwards 
■ nt i Ihetnttihortbetree The henrby the ex- 
ercise <if great Caution and sagacity, isgenerallv 
able to aUmbor up a tree ihus defended with- 
out much dilfleully, but in sliding down again 
he .eldom escape, with hit life, oral least with- 
out being da.per.tsly wounded in the descent, 
Homo old and experienced bears who have 
learned wh.t to expect from these instrument*, 
have been known to break oi loosen ihem with 
thvir pawa u they went up. 

Anuther method which is coniidered more 
certain than the former iu it* effects, ii to iinsi 
p..nd n thick and beavv hhnk or wood before 
lite aperture ol ilie hive Thia block ihe bear 
flings from In in repeatedly with increasing 
fury, bnl as nfien as Li* does so. the block of 
emu« returns snd hita him violent blow* upon 
the head ; irritated lo the utmost, the anilnsl 
ilirTesaiw l)ir viottBe* uf hii efforts, a>nl at 
list, exhausted l.y hia r. K . snd eaertiona. and 
f atlly itunned by tat blows, h* fall, upon the 
•pikes that ore planted on the ground lo re- 
ceive him, 

llul a mora Ingenious contrivance than 
either or these, ia to lake the bear in a Irap of 
a veryiimple ennatruoiion. It i* not unlike ■ 
large srale, such u we tolnetime. tee In whole- 
sale shop., tonaiating uf a boatd with ropea nt 
each cutset united at the top, Ii la then Lu- 
te ned to a branch above the bite in such a 
manner that il left suspended perpendicularly, 
the board would be at aonie dLatancc from the 
trunk. But when the rope is properly fu- 
timed to the branch, ihe board ia drawn from 
the perpendicular, and attached alightly lo the 
trunk on a level with the door of the hive, in 
• uch a manner tbat the fastening remains the 
only obstacle to prevent tho bear from obtain- 
ing .rue*, totheblve. When the bear anendl 
and find, a seat which teem, io admiribly 
adapted to hia convenience, he gets upon it, 
and anon commence* lugging to remove the 
only obstacle between him utd hi* detired 
prey ; bul u l hie obstacle ii the fattening of 
the board lo the trunk of the tree ; the anl-
